Some 
old fellow his eye in a fine frenzy roNing”—(a 
Greek, we are sure,) bids them pour him out 
wine to drink, and not keep it to pour upon his 
urn. Virgil, in his Cope, (at least this poem os 
attributed to nim,) says: 
Qeis cmer, ingrato servo bene olenba serta 
Aone coronato vis lapidi ista leg, 
and the French lyriat, Reranger, in the same spi- 
rit, and employing the same idea, exclaims

ence, than that they should be scattered on one’s 
coffin. The sentiment is common to a thonsand 
other passages of prose and poetry. 

Shakespeare and Scott disregarded fame, or 
made it @ subordinate consideration, that a world- 
ly object might be attained. But Fate sports 
with the aims and efforts of mankind. As Burns 
says:

These men, or these names, only inherit what they

au.” Shakespeare had no son, and bis name, of 
course, Was net transmitted. His daughters bad 
children; but after seventy years or so, his pro- 
perty had passed from bis descendants. 


from his creditors by the nation, and presented 
to his son——Sir Walter Seott—captain, and since, 
colone! of a cavalry regiment im the British ser- 
vier. Colonel Scott scarcely passed a day at Ab- 
betsford since his father’s death ; and he, on whom 
his father had fondly relied, for the perpetuating 
of bis pame and house, died last year in india—or 
on his way from it. Abbotsford belongs no longer 
te the name of Scott. It has reverted to the 
grandchild of old Siz Waiter_—Mr. Lockhart, son 
of the translator of the Spanish Ballads, and the 
biographer of Scott.

‘SHAKBPEARE AN AND SCOTT. 


ft is curious to conmder that William Shakspeare 
and Walter Scott—men whose works constitute 
the Corinthian capitals of the English language, 
0 to speak, and whose renown 1s proportioned to 
theu excellence, should care less about fame than 
money—end labor more to make their household 
gods respectable, then to leave an umposing name 
to posterity. Shakspeare, in particular, seemed 
utterly careless of his fame; so much so, that the 
preservation or loss of what he wrote appeared tc 
us & marvellously even chance. He generally 
teok an old story that struck bis fancy, or an old 
play whieh he thought be could make something 
of, and set about dramatising the one, and ramp 
ing end patching the other. In thes way be used 
to pour the pomp end prodigality of hus glowing 
geuias over obscure themes ; and when the ¢drame 
Was ft for rehearsal, give it up to the green-room, 
und go to look after the receipts.
